October Birthday 


Robert Galvin 


The Galvin name was closely associ- 
ated with Motorola for almost 60 
years. The company was founded as 
Galvin Manufacturing Company in Chi- 
cago in 1928 by Paul and brother Jo- 
seph based on their purchased of the 
Stewart Battery Company. In 1930 
they began producing aftermarket car 
radios and police radio receivers, even- 
tually changing the company name to 
Motorola to reflect that new product 
line. 


During WWII, Motorola produced one 
of the first handie-talkies, the SCR536, 
all the while continuing to make car 
radios. After the war, Motorola entered 
the television receiver market, and 
became one of the leaders in a seem- 
ingly endless field of manufacturers. 
In the ‘50s, they entered into other 
consumer audio. In the late ‘50s and 
‘60s, much effort went into developing 
public service two-way communica- 
tions equipment, and equipment for 
the space program. 


Paul’s son Robert, born on October 9, 
1922, took over Motorola’s reins at his 
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father’s death in 1959. Opportunities 
as a semiconductor manufacturer 
changed the face of Motorola under 
Bob’s control—-many of us_ probably 
think of the “bat wings” on the tops of 
chips aS much as anywhere else. But 
personal communications took 
Motorola into new directions again, 
with the first production cellular tele- 
phone in 1984. 


The Motorola we know today bears 
little resemblance to the company that 
existed during either of the Galvin’s 
periods. 


On a personal note, | owe much to 
the Motorola of the ‘50s and ‘60s: my 
father’s rubber parts manufacturing 
company, Duncan Rubber Company, 
also in Chicago, made who knows how 
many hundreds of thousands rubber 
and plastic washers, gaskets, O-rings, 
seals, feet — you name it — for 
Motorola. | remember my dad telling 
me “I really liked the old man—never 
met the kid, but his money was every 
bit as good.”
